F. No. 2|95|87-E-I.—This scheme relates to the 
exports of certain readymade garments and knitwear 
items to USA, EEC Member States (FRG, France, 
Italy, Benelux, U.K., Irish Republic, Denmark, 
Greece, Portugal and Spain), Austria, Finland, 
Sweden, Norway and Canada for the period 1st 
January, 1988 to 31st December, 1990. 

2. Agencies for Administration of the Scheme.— 
( 1 ) Unless otherwi.se directed the Apparel Export 
Promotion Council, New Delhi will allocate export 
entitlements and do the neoe.ssary certification for 
the export of all garments and knitwear covered by 
this scheme, except that tlic entitlements for woollen 
knitwear would be allocated by the Wool and WooUen 
Export Promotion Council (W&WEPC), New Delhi. 
However in respect of woollen knitwear necessary 
certification will continue to be done by the Apparel 
Export Promotion Council. 

List of categories of textile products covered under 
this scheme are available with the Apparel Export 
Promotion Council and W&WEPC. 

fii) Government reserves the right to make changes, 
as and when considered appropriate, with regard to 
the agencies for the administration of the scheme, 

(iii) Export Entitlements will be allowed only to 
exporters who are registered with the competent 
registering authorities. 

3. System and Quantum of Allotment.—(i) Certain 
categories will be identified as superfast categories, 
if, the exports were consistently 91 per cent or 
more of the level earmarked during each of the three 
years preceding the year under consideration. For 
c.xamplc, for the year 1988, performance during the 
years 1984, 1985 and 1986 will be relevant. Textile 
Commissioner will identify and notify these categories. 

(ii) 85 per cent of the quantities for exports under 
superfast categories will be allocated according to 


the following system at rates indicated against each 
of them:

4. Division of the Allotment year and Appointment 
of Quantities among periods.—(i) In the case of 
PPE, MEE and NQE Systems, the year will be 
divided into two periods. The first period will be 
from 1st Januar 3 ^ fo 31st May and the second period 
will be from 1st June to .30th September. A minimum 
of 50 per cent of the total allotment made should be 
utilised within the first period. The remaining 50 
per cent should be utilised during the second period. 
Any unutilised balance at the end of each period

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23. (A) Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin

(vi) Canada.—^Export Certificate for garments of 
knitted, powerloom and mill made origin 
which are subject to restraint export for 
consignments valued at Canadian $ 500 or 
less. 

(vii) USA.—Vi.sa for all garments [knitwear con¬ 

signments valued over US $ 250.
